Daring thieves sto le a 
large 
q uantity o f new co pper wire fro m 
the m unicipal w ater and light 
plant here last night, carry ing 
their lo o t away in a city truck 
which 
they 
later 
abando ned 
so uthw est o f here. 
Appro x im ately 2,650 po unds o f 
wire w ith an estim ated value o f 
$575 co mprised th é lo ss. 
The wire, which had no t been 
remo ved fro m its w rappings, was 
lo aded o n to the light p lant’s 
ladder truck which had 
been 
parked in a garage adjacent to 
the m ain building. 
E ntrance to th e garage was 
gained by fo rcing o pen the east 
do o r. A fter lo ading the 
ro lled 
wire o n th e truck, th e thieves 
then dro ve o ut o f the w est do o r, 
which they unlo cked fro m th e 
inside. 
The burglary was disco vered 
by plant emplo y es abo ut 7 o ’clo ck 
Thursday m o rning and th e em p­ 
ty truck was fo und sho rtly a ft­ 
erw ard in a field near th e "river 
ro ad abo ut two miles so uthw est 
o f th e city . 
I t apparently had been the 
plan o f the thieves to drive the 
sto len truck fa r back into a lane 
and there to transfer the lo ad o f 
wire to a seco nd truck.

Slowed considerably by strong 
headwinds, the German dirig i­ 
ble Hindenbu rg headed today to­ 
ward the naval air station for a 
planned early -evening landing — 
twelve hou rs late. 
Fly ing at a sharply redu ced 
speed of 32 knots — nearly 20 
knots slower than earlier prog ­ 
ress— the g iant airship, making 
its first trans-Atlantic voy ag e of 
the season to the United States, 
was below Nova Scotia abou t 450 
miles from the airport at 4:10 
a. m. <EST). 
“Adverse weather conditions” 
postponed the annou nced arrival 
from 5 a. m. to 5 p. m. (EST), 
Lieut. Georg e F. Watson, airport 
commu nications 
officer, 
said. 
The g rou nd crew was ordered to 
report at the new hou r. 
Despite the delay ed arrival the 
Hindenbu rg was schedu led to 
start her retu rn trip to Frank- 
fort-am-Main at 11 p. m. (EST) 
— only two hou rs after the “sail­ 
ing time” set weeks ag o. If ac­ 
complished it would be the fast­ 
est tu rn-arou nd ever made by 
the airship.

The Hindenbu rg carried 39 
passeng ers and a crew of 61 of­ 
ficers and men. On the retu rn 
will be a capacity load of 70 pas­ 
seng ers, among them the latest 
g roup hu rry ing to the London 
coronation.
